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the barracks installations in the southern sector of Sensburg (RF Su/A 27), 
on both e‘des of the .orthecouth road leading from Zastenbur’ (R 55/A 29) 
to Johannisgurg (2 54/A 54), were occupied by Polish motorized infantry 
troops until mid-August 1950. The installations consisted of eicht large, 
multi-story buildings with gabled roofs and numerous caraces arranzed in a 
square, They quartered an estimated 15 or 16 companies. * 


All of the soldiers quartered in the buildings were young. They wore brown 25X1X 
uniferns, round caps with red stripes, and red trian:vlar collar patches 
with metal insignia, about 15 mm long, HEE @clieved to be numbers, #

trucks. Bach battalion was equipped with one or two motorcycles and five trucks, 
each truck occupied by about 20 men. The soldiers were cquipped with rifles, 
submachine guns, and machine guns..

No other Polish units and no Soviet troops were observed in Sensburer.
